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In-a state of sheer indifference shumbered 
man; 

A black cloud blanketed the whole wide 
world. 

Suddenly, out from the Valley, shone a 
light; 

Night left for good, and dawn broke bright. 
With radiance now sparkle the morn and 
the eve; 


Countless mercies be on him, and limitless 
peace %. 


From the very first day, Rastlullah. = had to 
endure opposition, difficulties and distress 
while conveying this message of light, but he 
put his body and soul and all his resources 
into carrying out his mission. He bore it all 
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just so that his beloved Ummah would attain 
success in the Hereafter. This passion of his 
was so overwhelming that Allah 4 had to 
send this message: 
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Maybe you will give your life because they 
do not accept Iman. (26:3) 


It has been elegantly put: 
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He whose kindness remained upon the 
Ummah all his life; 


Upon that Prophet $ love be limitless peace. 


He who united the creation with the 
Creator; 
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Upon that Prophets favours be limitless 
peace #8. 


Surely it is impossible to repay this immense 
favour of Rastlullah #8! Nevertheless, by 
giving us the invaluable gift of salat and 
salam, Allah # has not only taught us a 
method of declaring our limited perception 
of our indebtedness, but He has emphatically 
commanded us to engage in it, hence the 
Divine decree: 
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Surely, Allah and His angels send blessings 
on the Prophet. O believers! Ask blessings 


on him, and send peace in abundance. 
(33:56) 


‘Allamah Halimi “ says, 
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Our sending salat and salam on Nabi * is 
not a case of us mediating on his behalf, 
for the likes of us do not intercede on 
behalf of the likes of his esteemed person. 
(The truth of the matter is) Allah 3% has 
commanded us to repay every person who 
confers a favour upon us, and if we are 
unable to do so (and due to our inability 
we do not have the capacity to do so), we 
are to repay the benefactor by making dua 
for him. As there is no greater benefactor 
than Nabi #, and Allah. $8 knew that it 
is beyond our ability to repay the debt we 
owe Nabi #8, Allah % guided us to send 
salat and salam on him, so that our sending 
salat and salam may go some way towards 
repaying his favours. 
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Although the blessed act of sending salat 
and salam is ostensibly a du‘a for Nabi %, 
the reality is that its benefits actually accrue 
to the reader. Shaykh Abu: Muhammad Al- 
Marjani © states, 
Bie Gas OF UI das 3 ale tse 
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As the benefits of your sending salat 
and salam, in reality, accrue to you (the 


reader), you are really making dua for 
yourself (not for Nabi 8). 


Numerous virtues of reciting salat and salam 
have been narrated in the Ahadith. In one 
Hadith Nabi 3% says, 
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Whoever sends salat upon me once, Allah 


4 showers ten mercies on him in return, 
and records ten good deeds for him. 
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In another hadith, Nabi * said, 
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The closest person to me on the Day of 


Qiyamah will be the one who sends the 
most salat upon me. 


In view of these virtues and benefits, every 
Muslim should regularly recite salat in 
abundance, and include it in his/her daily 
practices. 


For our ease, the honourable ‘Ulama in every 
era have prepared various collections of salat 
and salam, some comprising wording that 
appears in the Ahadith, and some comprising 
wording that our pious predecessors»chose 


themselves according to.their’own preference. 


One of these blessed collections is the 
compilation of forty salat and salam in the 
book Zadus-Sa‘id of Hakimul-Ummah 
Hadrat Mawlana Ashraf ‘Ali sahib &. At 
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the suggestion of Shaykhul-Hadith Hadrat 
Mawlana Muhammad Zakariyya sahib =, 
Hadrat Sufi Iqbal sahib Madani “ published 
it separately, under the name Forty Salat 
and Salam, and it has since enjoyed untold 
acceptance. 


My beloved and _ honourable _ teacher 
Shaykhul-Hadith Hadrat Mawlana Islamul- 
Haqq sahib “, who is a dweller of Jannatul- 
Baqi‘, appended sixty additional formulae 
to these and prepared a compilation entitled 
One Hundred Salat and Salam, which was 


also met with great acceptance. This servant 
had the honour of studying under Hadrat = 
in Darul“Ulam Bury, and had the privilege 
of studying, among other books, Bukhari 
Sharif under his) tutelage. This servant was 
also the recipient of Hadrat’s kindness and 
affection in abundance. 
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For some time there existed a desire in my 
heart to try and publish a fully referenced 
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and verified edition of this compilation for 
the Ummah, so that readers may benefit, 
a new line of isaluth-thawab may be 
established for Hadrat #, and so that his 
soul may feel delight. Companions in this 
endeavour were Mufti Ismail Akubat, Mufti 
Huzayfah Delawala, Mawlana Saeed Bhana 
and Mawlana Muhammad Kola (may Allah 
38 preserve them and bless them in their ‘itm 
and efforts). Through the Fadl of Allah $5 and 
the blessings of Hadrat’s = fayd, this task 
has now reached completion. For Allah is all 
praise and from Him are all favours. 


In this new publication, the compilation has 
been distributed over the seven days of the 
week so that readers can easily include it in 
their daily practices. 


Readers are requested: 


1. If possible, read the whole compilation 
daily (it will take approximately 20 to 25 
minutes). 
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2. If that is not possible then try to read one 
section daily (it will take approximately 
3-4 minutes). 

. During the journeys of hajj and ‘umrah, 
and especially in Madinah Munawwarah, 
try to read the whole compilation daily. 

. On blessed days and blessed nights try to 
read the whole compilation. 

May Allah 4 grant this blessed compilation 
further acceptance, grant a befitting reward 
to all those who assisted in it, exalt Hadrat 


greatly in rank and shower spiritual bounties 
upon him.
